INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION OF PERSIAN ART 
ROYAL ACADEMY - LONDON - JANUARY «# FEBRUARY 1931 


HE ART OF PERSIA is important not only for its intrinsic beauty 
but because during the course of many centuries it has influenced 
and stimulated the arts of design in many other countries, both 
Asiatic and European. That Persia has been a great creative centre in the 


history of art 1s constantly confirmed by fresh discoveries. 


Yet the importance of Persianart has never been realized by the world 
at large. This 1s chiefly because its treasures are so widely scattered that 
no just or comprehensive picture of its rich achievement has hitherto been 
obtainable. Single works of the finest quality are to be found in museums 
and private collections; but when unsupported and in exile from their right 
surroundings they are robbed of their significance and vitality. Only the 
expert appreciates them at their true value, since he sees them as part of a 


living, brilliant tradition. 


To assemble and co-ordinate the treasures of Persian art dispersed over 
the world is the object of the forthcoming Exhibition. Works now de- 
tached and isolated in various collections, public and private, will in this 
Exhibition find their true relation to each other, and may often prove of 
unsuspected value in revealing new connections even to experts. It 1s cer- 
tain that the Exhibition will increase our knowledge, solve many problems, 
and benefit both the student and the historian. 


The art of Persia extends over a period of time and comprises a variety 
of styles and materials not generally appreciated. Persia has produced the 
most brilliant architectural ornament in stucco and faience ; sculpture in 
stone and metals; ceramics that are rivalled only by those of Greece and 
China; silver, gold, glass and enamel that have set a world standard ; ex- 
quisite miniatures and other paintings ; rich brocades, velvets, tapestry 
and carpets ; beautiful book-bindings, woodwork, arms and armour. All 
these will be represented by the finest examples, selected from the libraries 
and royal and private collections of twenty countries. His Majesty the 
Shah is sending many treasures from the Palace collection, the National 


Museum, and the jealously guarded mosques. By the desire of His Majesty 


King Fuad the Egyptian Government 1s lending works from the Cairo 
Museum and Khedivial Library. From Russia will come a valuable contri- 
bution including famous silver, gold and bronze Sasanian vessels; France, 
Italy, Germany, Austria, Poland, Denmark, Sweden, Spain, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Czecho-Slovakia, Canada, the United States and other countries are 
sending examples of Persian art of various descriptions. Many of the ex- 
hibits, including some recently discovered, will be shown publicly for the 
first time. [he British contribution will include extensive loans from His 
Majesty The King, the Victoria and Albert Museum, museumsand libraries 
at Oxford, Cambridge, Edinburgh, Dublin, Manchester, Shefheld and 
Canterbury, and the Royal Asiatic Society. Assistance and support are 
being given by the American Institute for Persian Art and Archeology, 


the Association Francaise des Amis de |’Orient and the Deutsch-Persische 
Gesellschaft. 


The material already promised makes it possible to show the evolution 
of Persian Art with a systematic completeness never before attempted. 
Every known type from before 3,000 B.c. to the present time will be re- 
presented by exhibits arranged to show origins, developments and influ- 
ences. [he expert will find instructive material in the dated specimens, 
the exhibits showing the evolution of special patterns, and the archi- 
tectural models, and photographs; the designer and artist will receive fresh 
inspiration; while to the general public the splendour, imagination and 


craftsmanship of an unfamiliar art will come as a revelation. 


A catalogue, an illustrated souvenir and other books and photographs 
will be on sale, and a number of lectures by recognised authorities will be 
delivered. After the Exhibition an exhaustive Survey of Persian Art, 
written by experts in various countries, with 800 pages of illustrations, 


will be published by the Oxford University Press. 


The Second International Congress on Persian Art, which will be at- 
tended by scholars from many countries, will be held during the first 
week of the Exhibition.
